Mr Stewart says that the bird 


is most obliging, for when the 
sceptics put in appearance to dis- 
credit the story of a white robin, 
the bird is ture to fly past and up- 
hold Stewart's reputation as a 
truthful man. 


The strange freak *f nature 


that produces the white or albino 
robin is analagous to the process 
which develops the silver 
fox. 


according to those who know. 
Science can not explain it. It is 
estimated that a wh»Q» robin is 
hatched to each one hundred 
thousand redbreasts. 


The bird which makes its home 


here has all the characteristics of 
the ordinary redbreast, and leaves 
for the summer climate late in Oc- 
tober. The offspring are ordinary 
redbreasts.
